The power that was then “hindering” the Saints (“let” is the old 
English word for “hinder”) was the Roman empire.. This.power was to 
be taken out of the way, and in its place was to arise a wicked power 
which is to continue until the Lord comes to overthrow it,—a power which 
events have shown to be the Church of Rome, for it literally succeeded to 
the authority of the falling empire. The great historian of the Empire, 
Gibbon, says: “Like Thebes, Babylon, and Carthage, the name of Rome 
might have been erased from the earth if the city had not been animated 
by, a vital. principle which again restored her to honor and. dominion.’ 
Through the popes, Rome again governed the western world; and, the 
idolatrous homage once paid by the barbarians to their heathen gods was 
now.transferred to the images of deified men and women, and of the Virgin 
Mary.

But as before, the Revelator himeelf farnishes the key to the = 
tion of his prophecy, and expressly gives the application:

The great eal then reigned over the kings of the earth, was 
Rome, the city on sevenrhills (see verse 9;) and the Apostle has given a 
correct picture of the wealth and splendor of the Church which succeeded 
to the authority of the falling empire, even to naming the official colors of 
the clothing of its popes and cardinals, and indicating its luxurious wealth 
and splendor—its “gold, and precious stones, and pearls.” The church is 
always represented in Scripture as a woman; hence the figure of a woman 
designates the church which arose after the removal of what was “hinder- 
ing” in the days of Paul (2 Thess. 2;) and does not represent, as some 
have thought, a mere kingdom. John stall further describes the chief 
in these terrible words:

These awful prophetic declarations recall the eimnak course which the 
history of Europe has taken since the downfall of the ewpire, and bring 
vividly to mind the horrors of the Inquisition and martyrdoms of the dark 
ages, for whiclr the Roman Catholic church is responsible. _ 

Thus far we have followed the Protestant exposition, which is no doubt 
correct;,'in’ the main,-as far as it goes; and we can agree with them that 
all the subtlety of Satan cannot rescue Catholicism from the grasp of so 
many prophecies, encircling it on every side. But can we further agree 
with them that the modern Protestant churches are essentially the same 
people as those against whom the war was so long waged? Are these 
those “who kept the commandments of God and had the testimony of 
Jesus?” A little reflection Suggests that they are not; and we ask the 
reader to note well this turning point: John shows that the apostasy 
was to be practically weiversal, that “all nations” were to share the sins 
of the “mother of harlots.”

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Consideration of the prophecies of Daniel gives one the conviction that 
we are living in the last days; 6,000 years of the earth's history having 
passed, it would seem that we are entering upon the Sabbath of years, or 
the millennium.

was the commandment given some nineteen hundred years ago, by the 
resurrected Savior, to His chosen disciples. The Apostle Paul testifiedto 
the accomplishment of this labor in Colossians, wherein .he says ar 
Gospel had been “preached to every creature which is under heaven.” 
In relation to this same subject we read, “For though I preach & 
gospel, I have nothing to glory of: for necessity is laid apon me; yea, 
is unto me, if I preach not the gospel!”

That part of the report relating to the 
condition of the mission, is.as accurate as can be expected, but that relat-_ 
ing 'to the labors of the missionaries is not so complete as might be désired. 
Heretofore it has not been the practice to report the Elders’ labors in 
tracting, holding meetings, Gospel conversations, etc., and in some places 
no record has been: kept of such work. On this account 
imperfect. 

a gratifying result. The number of tracts distributed probably exceeds 
that of any previous year. The houses visited, and the meetings and 
Gospel conversations held where fully reported, are in most Conferences 
proportionate with the number of missionaries laboring there. But: the 
number of baptisms in a Conference or a Mission is not at all in propor- 
tion to the number of Traveling Elders in that Conference or Mission; ‘as 


_ for instance, in the Netherlands Mission there are 9 missionaries reported 


and their baptisms are given as 146, or an average of over 16 baptisms to 
each missionary; while the number of missionaries in Great Britain is 216 
andthe number of baptisms 347, an average of just a small fraction over 
‘one and a half to each missionary. Of course there is a combination of 
circumstances that must be taken into consideration to account for these 
disproportionate results. The comparatively small number of: baptisms 


‘in Great Britain cannot be attributed to the lack of energy on the part of 


the missionaries inthisland. Nor will the difference in the nationality of the 


peoples composing the two missions fully account for the difference in the 


number of converts, for the same disproportion is exhibited by comparing 
the résults in two of the British Conferences. For example, in the London 
Conference there are 27 missionaries and 37 baptisms reported, while in 
the Leeds Conference 14 missionaries and 58 baptisms are reported. It is 
evident, however, that where the most thorough work is done in tracting, 
in holding in-door and out-door meetings and Gospel conversations; and 
where the greatest exertions are made to present the Gospel —— 


testimony to the people, the best results are obtained. 


Compared with the report for 1895, the report for 1896 Siiniaain an increase 
of baptisms in the entire mission of 85, but in Great Britain alone the 
number of baptisms for 1896 is 31 less than in 1896, while in the number 


of Missionaries there is an increase of 83.. In the whole of the European 


Mission the number of missionaries has increased an even hundred during
